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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 7 12 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the 
manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact 
terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is 
most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 6-1 7 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

The claims read on a method of elevating white blood cell count in mammals and a 
method of treating Type IgE or I mediated hypersensitivity in mammal, there is no 
enablement or support for these two claimed methods of use. Applicants' submit that 
support for these claims can be found throughout the specification but more particularly at 
page 5, line 35 - page 6, line 8 and page 8, lines 1 2-35. 

The information referenced here teaches that conjugated linoleic acid elevates CD-4 
& CD-8 cell count and treats Type IgE or I mediated hypersensitivity. CD-4 & CD-8 cell 
counts are triggered by a specific immune cells therefore applicants' assertion that the 
instant invention can elevated all white blood cell counts is not enable or supported by this 
disclosures. This argument also applies to treating Type IgE or I mediated hypersensitivity. 
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Applicants disclose its known in the art to use CLA for the treatment of type IgE or I 
mediated hypersensitivity however the patent referenced teaches CLA broadly. As 
applicants' are fully aware, CLA depending on how it was prepared, varies greatly in the 
formation of the CLA favoring certain isomers. 

To say that these two sections as well as the remainder of the specification fully 
meets all requirements of the invention as now claimed is incorrect. Applicants specifically 
recite ratios pertaining to two of the CLA isomers in reference to their ability to elevate 
white blood cell count and treat Type IgE or I mediated hypersensitivity that is not taught or 
suggested in the art Nor would want attribute this ability to inherency since the formation 
of CLA isomers and their composition depends on how they were prepared.
